Effects of Chemical Compound* 
Upon Respiration Discussed 

OR. A. W. DOWN! SPEAKER 

Explains the Medullary Centre of 
the Brain, Which Correlates 
Reflex Impulses 



At the regular meeting of the Chem- 
ical Society yesterday afternoon, Dr. 
A. W. Downs, of the Department of 
Physiology, présentes a paper on the 
Chemical Regulation- of Respiration. 

In order to acquaint his audience 
with certain anatomical fact, which 
they probably had not had the oppor- 
tunity to observe, the speaker first 
briefly described the human respira- 
tory apparatus. He also defined and 
described the medullary centre of the 
brain, whose office Is to correlate tho 
reflex Impulses received from the re- 
spiratory organs, Bnd to control the 
action of the lunga. The manner In 
which this centre Is supplied with 
blood was also described, in order that 
the experiments wliich were spoken of 
later would be understood. 

The chief chemical reaction to be 
considered was the effect of carbon 
dioxide when inhaled. For many 
years it was naturally thought the 
best . way to stl'.niilate " respiration 
would be by pumping oxygen Into 
the lungs. On the ' contrary, it has 
been experimentally found that car- 
bon dioxide, which is generally sup- 
posed to .have a suffocating effect, ac- 
tually stimulates the action of tts> re- 
spiratory tract. ■ 

As a result of tbl. observation we 
may infer either that tho gas 'itself 
is the accelerating agent, or that it 
causes chemical changea In the blood, 
which, by their combined action, 
cause the changes, giving this effect 
of stimulation. Fro/p, experiment. . on 
decapitated cats bveathing increasing 
amounts of carbon dioxide, the - fol- 
lowing results wero Obtained. ' First 
—the volume of gas breathed, and the 
number of contractions increased. 
Secondly— the hydtogen concentrations 
of the blood Increased, and, thirdly— 
the total carbonu'.e content of the 
blood was also increased! " This evi- 
dence would tend to show that* the 
stimulating effect of inhaling carbon 
dioxide can be explained by the 
chemical reactions occurring In the 
blood. 

As tan interesting experimental de- 
tail, the speaker briefly describe! 
Charrlngton's method of decapitating 
the animals used in these researches. 

In conclusion, Dr. Downs state 1 
that these experiments can be taken 
as evidence that the stimulating ef- 
fect of inhaling C02 is due to cheml- 
clI reaction, occurring in the blood. 
However, as a personal 1 belief, he as- 
serted that the carbon dioxide gas is 
Itself the direct and real cause of 
I the stimulation. « 

A short discussion and a hearty 
] vote of thanks to the speaker closed 
the meeting.

Va.- -rA final decree has 
been filed In Federal Court fiere in 
the case of the British steamship Ap- 
pam, which was captured in the At- 
lantic by the> German-' raider Moewe 
and brought to ..Hampton Roads by 
Lieut. Hans Berg and a German prize 
crew. The court had previously 
awarded the ship and her cargo to 
the owners, the British & African 
Steamship Company, and this final 
action disposes of the litigation. 

The court ordered that the costs 
of the case, totalling, »447,756, he de- 
ducted from the residue .of funds be- 
longing to Berg and the Imperial Ger- 
man Government, consisting of cash 
captured on the Appam,- and moneys 
deposited with the court during tho 
litigation. This sum, $327,768.86, less 
the costs, was ordered placed to the 
credit of the alien property custod- 
ian.

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ON FINAL EXAMS. 



There seems to be, in these modern progressive days, a rather 
Steady and determined movement to knock out all the superfluities 
of our educational system. Foremost among the problems on which 
modern educators are working is the examination problem and 
several experiments are now being made at various institutions all 
over the country in trying to obtain a solution for the problem. 

We may not all agree with the writer who says that "final ex 
animations are mere camouflage designed to cover up defects in our 
educational progress." There is some argument on the side of abol- 
ishing examinations, however, for any fair-minded instructor will 
tell you that exams are seldom as representative as they should 
be. Indeed, it is a rare and extraordinary instructor who can make 
out a set of absolutely fair examination questions, 

The Cleveland, Ohio, public school system has recently been reno- 
vated and exams there left to the discretion of the instructors. The 
Cleveland Plain Dealer tells the story as follows: 

Those formidable examinations which have been issuing 
from school headquarters every January and June for years 
past to try the minds and souls of Cleveland children are 
not to be issued any more. 

Yesterday, at a meeting of elementary school princi- 
pals at Brownell school, Supt. Spaulding put the matter of 
uniform examinations up to the principals. By a vote of 
76 to 25 they decided to abolish them. 

Hereafter it is to be left to the discretion of principal" 
arid teacher whether final examinations shall be "applied" 
to the pupils. Those who, in the judgment of the instruc- 
tors, are capable of carrying the work of the next higher 
grade will not be required to take the final examinations, 
which arc to be reserved as tests for "doubtful" cases. 
We have yet to find a thoroughly satisfactory system of edu 
cation and perhaps these new changes arc for the better. America's 
school system is so complex and so widely distributed that we 
sometimes wonder that we accomplish as much as we do. Fina' 
examinations have gone through various stages of usefulness. They 
have their merits and demerits. At the University there is a some 
what different situation from the ordinary public school, but the 
fundamental problem remains the same. There is much room for 
thought, and a wide opportunity for improvement in examinations. 
Too many of them are made up spontaneously and have not had 
the proper careful consideration.^ Examinations, properly applied, 
are worth-while institutions to a certain degree, but they are too 
often abused. That fact is plainly indicated by their abolition in 
several places. Here at the University we are supposed to func 
tion under an advanced system of education; and examinations 
should receive, under such a system, exceedingly careful considera- 
tion; 

* Another semester is almost finished; examinations are almost 
upon us. It remains to be seen whether they will be used as 
mere necessary evil or whether they will be applied as a construe 
tive good. Students loathe the former j they would welcome the 
latter.— Daily mini. 



ALL THE WORLD OVER. 

There were at least two dozen 
Canadian officers engaged in the 
disastrous Mesopotamlan campaign of 
1915-1916, 10,000 miles from home, 
and not a fow Canadians of the rank 
and file. The spirit with which they 
endured hardships almost unparall- 
eled in the history of war shines out 
In a number of private letters which 
we have Just seen from a youth of 
21 to his parents in Montreal. This 
youth had enjoyed the comforts of a 
■ prosperous and cultured home, and 
the call of the drum had found him a 
gay student at McGlll University. It 
was a great change. 

"The river was full of sharks, and 
the troops were not allowed to go 
bathing. Even If they had been they 
would have been obliged to wear 
their helmet pads, and their spine 
pads to protect them from the stroke 
and the almost Intolerable sun. Heat, 
files, and Arabs were the most dead- 
ly enemies the white men had to 
fight 

I have a little debt of my own to 
settle with the Arabs. My soldier, in 
company with another, was bringing 
some tobacco and tea from the 
transport, a couple of miles behind 
the firing line. When they were 
within a mile of the line, in the 
"ground between the reserves 
of the firing line and the main body, 
they sat down to have a rest. When 
they had got up again and walked 
about 20 yards my servant suddenly 
remembered that he had left the 
packet of tea where they had been 
sitting, so, telling the other to stay 
where he was, he went back to their 
resting place. His companion sat and 
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lines from the end be eliminated in 
favour of some stronger word such 
as "can." 

Especially were we pleased to note 
that, in the final Unes, the poetess ad- 
mits that the minds by which tnis 
mythical "scheme ' Is spied are weak- 
er than men's (presumably, than all 
men's, though we admit that as a re- 
sult of experience we can hardly ad- 
mit this poasiblllty).

NIW FUEL CONTROL SYSTEM IN 
U. •. A. 



State fuel administrators, acting 
under instructions Issued by Dr. Gar- 
field, will hereafter determine not on- 
ly to whom emergency coal shall be 
supplied, but also from whom the cool 
thus diverted shall be withheld. Tne 
letter projecting this system, toge- 
ther with instructions under which It 
shall be operated, was sent to all the 
state fuel administrators, and to dis- 
trict representatives so far as they 
have been appointed. 

State fuel administrators have been 
authorized, wherever necessary, to 
extend their organizations in such m 
way as will adequately and promptly 
furnish such information as may be 
needed to make effective the new 
system. They are told to appoint an 
advisory committee of ■ three men 
familiar' with the coal situation of 
their state, and to arrange, if possible, 
a working plan with the State Coun- 
cil of Defense. Under this system 
it is hoped that each state fuel admin- 
istrator will be able to Inform himself 
as to what consumers or areas can 
best stand a reduction in current sup- 
ply with the least harm to the situa- 
tion.

MORE WOOD NEEDED. 



The Dominion Fuel Controller has 
repeatedly called attention to the ur- 
gent need for increasing the produc- 
tion of wood. Provincial Governments 
have expressed the keenest desire to 
co-operate in every possible way, and 
are definitely at work on the prob- 
lem. Municipal governments have, in 
isolated cases, taken steps to accu- 
mulate a reserve of wood fuel to sup- 
plement the dealers' stocks. Winni- 
peg purchased a large reserve of wood, 
and - the Mayor of that city reports 
that this action proved an important 
factor la averting a- local fuel crisis. 
In Ottawa, similar action has for 
some time been under consideration, 
and authority haa now been secured 
for the purchase of a supply of 
wood fuel by the city. In a limited 
number of other towns, mostly In On- 
tario, action of a similar character 
has been taken or contemplated. In 
general, however, the situation, so far 
as wood is concerned, has not received 
anything like the etteritlon which Its 
importance justifies. As in practical- 
ly all other lines of war-effort, spe- 
cial organization is essential to re- 
sults.

AMERICAN GIFT TO TOKYO 
UNIVERSITY. '( 

A New York banker's ample en 
dewment ($125,000) of a chair In the- 
Imperlal University,' Tokyo, Japan, to 
be filled by a pers6n y cbhvereant with 
the history, diplomacy and conatttu 
llonal evolution of the United States, 
Is an Interesting and significant event. 
In the early days of the making of 
the "New Japan," scholars from the 
United States aided In the instruction 
of Japunese young men In western 
thought; and of course during the 
Intervening decades Innumerable 
special commissions of officials ' from 
Japan have visited thé republic 
get light on problems of state. More 
over, hundreds of Japanese student! 
have studied In American colleges 
und universities, men like Kaneko 
Komura and the recently recalled 
Ambassador Sato. Men of letters like 
Lafcadio Hearn and artists like 
Fenollosa also have had formal recog 
nltion from Imperial educational of 
flclals, and have been authorized 
teachers In Japan. But the history, 
methods and aims of American re 
publlcanlsm have not been part of the 
Japanese programme,- hitherto.

The fuel famine bas aroused Inter- 
est in the manufacture of peat fuel, 
and has also stimulated the organiza- 
tion of companies to develop the largo 
areas of peat bogs which Canada pos- 
sesses. It is, therefore, of interest to 
the general public to know that the 
Dominion Government, throug-h the 
Mines Branch of the Department of 
Mines, thoroughly Investigated the 
manufacture of pent fuel some years 
ago. The investigation proved that, 
as the water in peat is in what la 
called the "colloidal" form, it cannot 
be expelled by pressure. Similarly, 
processes for expelling the moisture 
by the application of artificial heat 
will inevitably fall on account of ex- 
cessive cost. It is because such me- 
thods of manufacture have been stub- 
bornly adhered to in the past that so 
much money has been lost In attempts 
to create a peat fuel Industry in Can- 
ada. 

Raw peat contains from 86 to 10 per 
per cent, of water. Pressure will not 
reduce this to less than 80 per cent. 
The only economical method for ex- 
pelling the moisture Is by the action 
of the sun and wind. The chemical 
properties of the raw peat foredoom 
to failure any process of ananufacture 
utlllalng pressve to reduce the mois- 
ture content.
